prehension among the growers 
there at that rime has been under 
investigation l)y specialists of the 
Bureau of Plant Industry since 
late in March of the present year. 
The infection in the seed beds 
was distinctly threatening and 
the same condition existed in a 
considerable number of the shade 
ielfls fill several weeks. Since 
about the middle oi April grow- 
ing conditions in the region have 
')ecn favorable for the vlevelo])- 
nient of the crop, and adverse to 
the spread of the disease, so that 
its attacks have been -ubstantial- 
y confined to the lower or sand 
le.-'ves and are estimated at not to 
exceed 5 per cent of the crop in

May 27. indicate the crop is mak- 
ing rapid, luxurious growth, show 
iny- little insect injury, with little 
probability of spread of blue mold 
later in the season.

spread on tobacco in storage au'l 
that even leaves v.hich may ma- 
ture without visible infection 
would be unsuitable for use.There 
is no foundation for such state- 
ments as the disease does 
-;jiread on harvested and cured 
tobacco. Cl'^an leaves are in all 
respects noj-mal and suitable for 
wrapper use. " 

Reports thdt the blue mold di- 
sease has a])peared in Connecti- 
•ntt, Xortli C arolina, or other dis- 
iricts. pre not true, so far as the 
leparinient has information, nor 
has the disease appeared in the 
Madison or Dade City districts of 
Florida, nor I'n southern Ala- 
bama.

June 4 — Now 
that the boys and girls who have 
been under the. Avatchful eye of 
the teacher for the last nine 
months, are put of school lor 12 
weeks, trCaclier will go to' school. 
Beginning Monday teacher will 
become the pupil lor the next five 
weeks in sixty or more schools. 

As a|n aid to teacher in storing 
up knowledge to he imparted to 
youthful brains, the specia 
schools were established by the 
various coimty boards of educa 
tion. The reason was that sta- 
tistics showed that Kentucky ha. 
LIOOO school teachers who were 
not equipped with the education 
to meet the requirements of the 
new school laws. 

The schools for teachers will 
open at 8 o'clock each morning 
and run until 3 p. m., with one 
hour for luncheon and two ten- 
minute recesses each day. School 
will be held six days weekly. 

The schools will teach various 
professional subjects needed b} 
Kentucky teachers in addition to 
penmanship, spelling, ])h\sical 
education, reading, mathematics, 
English, history and civics, ele- 
mentary Latin, physical geogra- 
phy, physiology and agriculture. 

Besides the individual schools 
for individual counties, special 
courses have been arranged at 
two state normal schools and the 
Universit}' of Kentucky. All of 
the schools are under the supervi- 
sion of the extension department 
of the three institutions for high- 
er education.

One of the most bitterly fought j yij-. and Mi 
mayorality contests in the his- 
tory of this city will come to air 
end June l.i. wneii voters of Min- 
nea|)olis will elect either Colonel 
(ieorge F. Leach or I homas V an 
Lear, as the city's executive. Not 
since the last general election in 
November ha.; there been such 
strenuous campaigning. 

Mr. \'an Lear, mavor of this 
city four years ago, and endors- 
ed this year by the Working Peo- 
ples* Nonpartisan Political Lea- 
gue, and the local Trades and La- 
bor Assembly, led his four other 
op])onents in the primary election 
.Mav 9, his nearest com])etitt)r lie- 
ing Colonel Leach, who trailed 
him by about 7,000 votes in win- 
ning the other nomination. 

Colonel Leach, coniimander of; 
the 151st Field Artillery, was se- 
lected in April by an unofficial re- 
publican convention to make the 
race against what the convention 
termed "radical" candidates. 

T. H. Coldwell. rJso a republi- 
can, but opposed to the conven- 
tion plan, remained in the race, 
but ran third. 

Outstanding in the electiiju was 
the pl.icing on the ballot and 
strength showii by Labor and So- 
cialists candidates running for 
the city council and other muni- 
ci])al offices. Although elected 
four years ago on the .Socialist 
ticket. Mr. Vasi Lear has cpiit that 
organizatii^in and since then been 
idi'iititied with the .Vonpartisan 
League. A sociaist nominee foi 
mayor, put up against Mr. Van 
Lear. |tolle<l few votes. 

The campaign has been marked 
b ynumerous verbal clashes be- 
tween the nominees, the \'an 
Lear forces charging Leach with 
being the "tool of the republican 
gang" and lli" Leach adiierent- 
attaching radical appelations to 
Van I..ear.
